A* early as ISIO the General Assembly 
of Kentucky provided for the open 
lag of roads to the Virginia line anjj 
basan the construction of macadaiu 
Isai laais la IMS. 

Prior to 1840, Kentuekj had spent 
more than $2,000,000 in the coastruc 
lion of macadamized roads which 
were built on rights of way sixty feei 
wide. These roads wars loeatsd on 
light grades and easy earves. and 
were graded twenty-four to thirty feet 
between dltcli»'s. Telford fouiidalion. 
between itixteeu aud tweuty four fi et 
were uaed with a good macaduni .nnr 
faca. ThIa work was under the aupt r 
vlaloa of a state eoglneertng depart 
ment, consisting of a s^tate highway 
engineer, ai a salary of $ij.i*<>0 per 
year, with a corps of assistants at 
■alartaa raagins from 11.100 to I2.M0 
per aaaeai. Maay of thaaa leada arc 
yet in a splendid state of preservation 
and are rendering substantial service 
to the coiaiaalftsa thrsaah which 
they pass. 

Howerer, the polley of tarteraal te- 

provement was discontinued prior to 
1850, owing to the financial conditioi; 
of the treasury, and a chang" in po 
litical parties, and it was not until 
1908 that aay attempt was aiade to ro- 
rive a state system of highw-ays. 

In 1908 thf General Assembly of 
Kentucky passed a coujtUntional

The department was ortiani/rd and 
Robert C. Terrell was apiiointtil the 
Irst rfliir'itaT~ . The duties of the I 
departaMat wars pavaly advisory, and I 
A-hlte the eooattes were reqntred to* 
request plans, specifications and •esti- 
mates of cost for the road and bridge 
work, which exceeded I.^Oo in cost, 
they were not compelled to use the 
plaaa aad apaeMeatlOBa thas prepared. 
It was not until after the state aid 
law passed by the General Assembly 
of 1914 became operative that the 
state waa really in a position to lend 
awtsrial sM to tha eoaattos. Although 
a great deal was accomplished by the 
commissioner and his assistants prior 
to 1910, it was only, as stated above, 
advisory, which in many instances it

Wells, there is a net profit to tbe state 
>f f«,S2«.81 IB foorteen montbs. 

At the request of R. C. Terrell, Com 
nissioncr of Roads, A. J.G.Wells, War- 
Kn of i!ic Ke!Uuc-ky State Reforma- 
'oiy, hiis prepared a statement cover- 
ing the period the phm has been in op- 
dratlon. Warden Wells covers his tv.-o 
vears' Axperienoc with a limited nuni- 
>er of pii:$oii>^rs on the Stat* Farm. 
Mr. \\'ells said in part : 

"The I.egislatnre of 1914 autltorijel
